Th© Great French Author Dies 
gcstiou of the Lungs. 
P a l is, Oct, 8.— Joseph Ernest Kenan, 
the distinguished 
philologist and au­ 
thor, died 
at an early hour Sunday, 
after enduring intense suffering. 
The 
ailment wliich resulted in Mr. Renan’s 
death was contracted on Tuesday last. 
On that day he went driving and caught 
a severe oold which speedily developed^ 
into congestion of the lungs. 
BlOOriAPHlCAI.. 
J oseph Ernest Renan, philosopher and his­ 
torian, was born at Trlgiuer, Cotes du Nord, on 
February 27 , 1823. 
His parents wished him to 
enter the priesthood, and at an early age ho 
was sent to Paris to obtain his preparation. At 
the close of his classical studies be was placed 
In the seminary of S t Sultl to complete his 
theological course. 
While there ho showed re­ 
markable aptitude In the study of philosophy 
and of the Hebrew, Arabic and Sy rlao Ian- j 
guages. 
He had already dev eloped, howev er, 
too much Independence of thought to qualify 
for the priesthood, and therefore quit the sem­ 
inary to follow the hen t of his own mind. 
He 
won the Volney pri^e for work on the Semitic 
language in 1847. 
In 185.5 he was elected to the Acadamc des 
Inscriptions, in the place 
of M. Augustin 
Thelrry . 
In 1860 ho v rcnt on a mission to Sy ria, 
and three y ears later published his life of J esus. 
M. Kenan became a member of the French 
Academy on J une 13, 187a 
Kenan’s wife was the daughter of Heorl 
Scheffer, the painter. 
Renan wrote v olumin­ 
ously . 
Among his works are Studies in Religi­ 
ous History , the Hook of J ob, Philosophic Dia­ 
logues and Fragments, Spinoza. History of the 
Origin of Fhristlanlty , Itegun tn 1863 and eom- 
pleted In sev en v oluraoa in 1882, the Ev angelists, 
the Apostles, and Marcus Anrellua 
Of his 
great history of Israel before the birth of Christ 
but two v olumes were published.

At Kingfislier forty negro children, 
hacked by a crowd of adults, entered a 
wliiU* seh(K)l and took seats, and it was 
necessary to use force to remove them.

Negro prea<.*hers from the 
pulpit are advising their people to use 
force if necessary to get into the white 
schools, and an open warfare is likely 
to break out at any time.
